What once was an informal organization of some 40 colleges and universities 
was divided into three playing conferences commencing in 1958. In the reorganiza- 
tion, Rutgers was included with seven other schools in the University Division of 
the football league. 

Rutgers won the initial race, posting a 4-o record during the 1958 campaign, 
when Bill Austin earned All-American honors. Last year, Delaware put together a 
5-0 mark to unseat the Scarlet. Rutgers, which bowed to Delaware and Bucknell, 
finished in a two-way tie for fourth place. 

As for 1960, Delaware is the favorite to repeat, despite losing a large per- 
centage of its championship team. Rutgers, starting afresh under John Bateman, is 
pretty much an unknown quantity, but could finish anywhere from first to fourth. 
Bucknell, resurging under Bod Odell and expecting big things from a standout 
freshman group, is a dark horse contender, Lehigh and Lafayette are about on 
a par.

Rutgers, The State University 


Rutgers, the State University, began as a struggling colonial college before the 
Revolution, Founded in 1766 by Dutch pioneers, Rutgers was originally called 
Queens College under a charter from King George III of England. The young col- 
lege’s existence was threatened by the Revolution, but growth followed that conflict, 
just as unprecedented expansion was experienced after the last World War. 

Rutgers was given its present name in 1825, after generous gifts had been re- 
ceived from Colonel Henry Rutgers, a New York philanthropist. Forty years later 
it was designated the Land Grant College of New Jersey, the liberal arts course was 
enlarged, and courses leading to bachelor degrees in agriculture and engineering were 
added. 

In 1902 a ceramics department was established, New Jersey College for Women 
with its own New Brunswick campus, was founded in 1918; the School of Education 
added in 1923; and in 1925 the Extension Division for non-degree education and the 
School of Journalism were established. The College of Pharmacy was added in 1927. 
University College, degree-granting evening division, was established in 1934, and 
Newark University was merged with Rutgers in 1946. In 1945, the State Legislature 
brought all divisions of Rutgers within the designation of the State University of 
New Jersey. In 1950, an act of the State Legislature incorporated the College of South 
Jersey in Camden, including a two-year liberal arts college and a law school, into 
the State University as the Rutgers College of South Jersey. The liberal arts college 
has since expanded to a four-year curriculum. In April, 1955, N.J.C. was renamed 
Douglass College. In 1956, under a reorganization program, the University was 
officially designated, Rutgers, The State University, and came under the management 
of an 11-man Board of Governors.

The Rutgers Coaching Staff 


John F. Bateman, Head Coach 


AS SPENDING 14 seasons as an assistant coach, first at Columbia and the 

last three years at Pennsylvania, John Bateman received his first head- 
coaching portfolio immediately after the 1959 season when John Stiegman resigned 
to accept the head coaching assignment at Penn, 

Bateman is a native New Jerseyan, having attended Central High School and 
St. Benedict's Prep before entering Columbia in 1934, At Columbia, he played under 
Lou Little. A guard, he captained the 1937 Lion team. He returned to Columbia 
as an assistant under Little, a post he held from 1946 to 1956. 

Bateman coached at Middletown, N, Y., High School from 1940 to 1942 and 
served in the Navy from 1943 to 1945. 

The holder of a master's degree in political science and a doctorate in educa- 
tion from Columbia, Bateman is Rutgers 15th football coach since 1900, He and 
his wife, the former Anita French of Chicago, have three sons. They plan to make 
their home in Highland Park, 


Matthew J. Bolger, Jr., End Coach 


Bex AND raised in Newark, Bolger is the lone member of John Stiegman’s 

staff to remain at Rutgers under Bateman. Matt, who was graduated from 
Cornell in 1948, came to Rutgers in 1956 after serving five years on the staff at 
Brown University. A graduate of St. Benedict's Prep, he entered Notre Dame in 
1940, but service in the Marine Air Corps from 1942 to 1945 interrupted his 
college career. He transferred to Cornell where he was an outstanding end after 
leaving the service. Bolger and his wife live in Edison Township. The couple has 
three children. 


DeWayne “Dewey” King, Backfield Coach 


Ae OF the University of North Dakota, Dewey King was associated 

with John Bateman during the 1957, 1958 and 1959 seasons when both 
served as assistants to Steve Sebo at the University of Pennsylvania. King met Sebo 
at Michigan State while serving as freshman backfield coach in 1952-53. A native of 
Cando, N. D., King was a center at North Dakota, captaining the varsity as a sopho- 
more in 1946. King and his wife serve as resident supervisors in a Rutgers dormitory. 


Warren Schmakel, Line Coach 


Re LITTLE All-American guard at Central Michigan University, Warren 
Schmakel served as line coach at the University of Nebraska for three years 
before joining Rutgers staff last December. A native of Toledo, O., Schmakel was 
an assistant coach at the University of Toledo and Miami University of Ohio and 
in 1950 had a 6-4 record as head coach at his alma mater. He served four years in 
the Navy and worked five years in Europe for the government. Schmakel, his wife 
and two children plan to live in Franklin Township. 


Charles Klausing, Freshman Coach 


'HE ALMOST unbelievable high school coaching record of 83-7-2 belongs to 

Chuck Klausing, whose teams won 63 consecutive games from 1953 to 1959 at 
Pitcairn and Braddock High Schools in Pennsylvania. Klausing, who was graduated 
from Slippery Rock College in 1948, was a guard. He is a Marine Corps veteran. A 
native of Wilmerding, Pa., Klausing, his wife and their five children live in New 
Brunswick.

For the second time in five years, Rutgers is facing a football season with a new 
coach and a new system without the benefit of spring practice in which to make 
the adjustment, As a result, it is difficult to assay the 1960 season with any degree 
of accuracy. 4 . r 

It has been suggested that the shift from the single wing to an unbalanced 
line T, or double wing T, as John Bateman calls it, can be accomplished without 
a great loss of efficiency. If this is so, then Bateman’s major problems are to over- 
come inexperience at quarterback and lack of blinding speed at the halfbacks. 

However, if the changeover, itself, causes very much unsettling, than the 
Scarlet may be in for a trying campaign. Especially important in this consideration 
are the 16 seniors, almost all of whom possibly could fit the new system as regulars. 
Seniors, schooled in the old system, always are the most seriously affected when 
a coaching change takes place. How quickly, if ever, this large contingent finds its 
niche in Bateman’s formation will have an important influence on how successful

LESTER SENFT, senior center. Hustle and fight are the chief attributes of Senft, 
who came from back in the pack last season to win the regular center job. Les 
gave the backs fits at times with his erratic snap-backs, but figures to be a much 
more confident player in the T. A graduate of Camden High School, he showed 
steady improvement as a line-backer last year. Business Administration major. 
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Ends 

PAUL BENKE, senior. An Academic All-American selection last fall, Paul was 
best-noted for kicking the first two field goals in 17 years for Rutgers. Good 
pass catcher and blocker, began season on bench, wound up starting. Belvidere 
High School graduate, member of Student Council, president of senior class, 
Biological Sciences major. 

DON CORY, junior. Don saw limited service in 's9, occasionally used to kick off. 
Lacks speed but could fill reserve position. Showed remarkable development 
as wrestler last winter. Graduate of Hackettstown High. Mechanized Agricul- 
ture major. 

WILLIAM CRAFT, sophomore. A reserve with the freshman eleven, Bill has ex- 
ceptional jumping ability, excellent hands and is very strong. Although only 
6-0, is excellent rebounder in basketball. Could earn reserve role. Riverside 
High graduate. Physical Education major. 

LEE CURLEY, junior. An ankle sprain wrote an early finish to Curley’s 1959 
efforts, although he remained on squad. A ‘59 frosh regular, his rating is un- 
certain, but has size to help. Was graduated from Bridgeton High, Majors in 
Business Administration. 

GEORGE DARLINGTON, senior. Noted for his desire and determination, George 
played behind Bob Simms most of the last two years. Has average pass-catching 
ability, plays aggressively on defense, was defenseman on lacrosse team. Charles- 
ton (W. Va.) High graduate. Physical Education major. 

MARVIN ENGLE, junior. Mary had a typical sophomore season, starting several 
games, making some fine catches, including two for conversions. He's top-ranked 
at left end, must beat off talented sophomore contenders. Kingston (N. Y.) High 
graduate. Mechanical Engineering major. 

ROBERT FLOWER, sophomore. A former all-league end from Emmaus, Pa., Bob 
excelled both ways for frosh eleven last fall, is expected to provide badly- 
needed help at the flanks. Good pass catcher, also did some punting, Physical 
Education major. 

JACK KEEFE, junior. A hustling, aggressive player, Jack never has regained speed 
he had before he suffered leg injury in high school (St. Peter's, New Brunswick), 
Was three-sport star in high school. Political Science major. 

JOSEPH MARTINAK, senior. Joe is hoping this fall to shake the effects of an 
injury sustained in 1958 and regain the form which made him freshman 
captain in 1957. Former all-conference end at Endicott, N. Y., High. Biological 
Sciences major. 

TOM TAPPEN, sophomore. The outstanding end on last fall’s freshman squad, 
Tom is almost a sure-shot to play regularly, If help is needed elsewhere on the 
line, it’s also possible he could be moved providing the veteran ends can do 
the job. Starred for Delbarton School. Physical Education major, 


Tackles 


BOB BLANCHFIELD, senior. If Bob can rally from the slump which beset him last 
fall and regain the aggressiveness he demonstrated in '58, he could be one of 
the best tackles in the area. Has good speed and agility for big man (6-414, 
230). Butler High graduate. Sociology major. 

LARRY DEUTSCH, junior. A jayvee last fall, Larry has size but lacks quickness, 
Injury forced him out of freshman ball in ’58, however, and he may regain 
mobility needed for reserve assignment. Nazareth (Pa.) High graduate. History 
major. 

PATRICK DILEMMA, junior. Pat was a part-time starter last fall, performing 
especially well on defense. He was a fullback at Paterson Central High and on 
the frosh team here, but was shifted to tackle last year. Physical Education 
major. 

JUSTIN “JUD” PAHLS, senior. After a sensational sophomore season, Jud was 
troubled by minor injuries last fall and his performance fell off. He’s hoping 
for a comeback which could make him one of the east’s better tackles, Mahanoy 
City (Pa.) High graduate. Industrial Engineering major. 
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JOHN PREGNOLATO, senior. After playing first team freshman guard in 1957, John 
has been a tackle reserve the past two seasons. A member of the second unit 
last fall, John expects at least to maintain that status. An Irvington High 
graduate, he is majoring in Engineering. 

SAL SEDITA, junior. Counted on for second string duty last season, Sal suffered 
a nagging inury and was sidelined most of the year. Healthy again, he could 
see duty at tackle or guard, where he played as a freshman. Alumnus of Ken- 
more, N. Y., High. Education major. 

‘TONY SIMONELLI, sophomore, A regular freshman tackle last year, Tony adds 
his 220 pounds to one of the beefiest tackle squads ever assembled at Rutgers. 
Barring unusually fast progress in pre-season drills, Tony probably will fill 
reserve role, Swedesboro High graduate, Education major. 

BOB WELCH, junior. A member of the junior varsity last fall, Bob is a graduate 
of Collingswood High. Slowness afoot hinders him more than anything else. 
Electrical Engineering major. 

BOB WHITE, sophomore. The squad’s biggest man, Bob has to keep a sharp eye 
on his diet to stay near the 240-pound mark. He's 6-5, big-boned, and tends 
to balloon rather easily. Played regularly with frosh last fall, is potential varsity 
regular, South River and Peddie graduate. Political Science major. 


Guards 


ADDISON BRADLEY, sophomore. A solidly built six-footer, Bradley has a real 
chance to play this fall if he can overcome lack of experience. Has fair speed and 
good agility, pole vaulted for the frosh track team. Woodrow Wilson (Camden) 
graduate, Majoring in Agriculture. 

GEORGE ELIAS, sophomore. The top-ranking sophomore guard, Elias impressed 
with his pulling ability last fall and may be utilized to help get the Scarlet 
backs outside on sweeps. He has good speed and size. Played high school ball 
in Wilkes-Barre, Pa. Business Administration major. 

BOB HARRISON, junior. Weighing only 175 pounds, Bob played regularly at 
guard last fall. On the basis of his great speed, he figures to do a lot of pulling 
for the Scarlet again this year. Was three-sport star at Connellsville, Pa., High 
Business Administration major. 

JIM HORNER, senior. A line mainstay the past two falls, Jim is a strong, reliable 
blocker. Has surprising speed and agility for a 5-11, 225-pounder. Quickness 
is evident when he competes for Scarlet in wrestling. Captained three teams at 
Paulsboro High. Physical Education major. 

TOM KOCAJ, junior. With this shift to guard from the reserve tackle post he held 
Jast fall, Tom has made the complete line circuit. As a freshman, he played 
center and end. He has good speed, hustles, and is in superb conditions always. 
LaSalle High (Niagara Falls, N. Y.) graduate. Economics major. 

BILL LIBBY, junior. Bill reported unheralded as a center last fall, was shifted to 
guard, and started several games, although generally considered a member of 
second unit. Dropoff from freshman year weight of 225’ to 210 last year gave 
him added speed. Kenmore High (Buffalo) graduate. Economics major. 

FRANK LUGOSSY, senior. A blocking back almost his entire career, Frank must 
adust to line play this fall. His speed and solid blocking ability could make 
him the number one short side guard, despite his 5-8, 180 pound proportions. 
Also plays lacrosse, was “most improved” last spring. Hamilton High (Trenton) 
graduate, Physical Education major. 


Centers 

ALEX KROLL, junior. Rutgers gets unexpected help this fall from this 6-2, 228- 
pounder who excelled as a Yale sophomore in 1956 before spending two years 
in the Army. He transferred to Rutgers after forming friendship at Fort 
Campbell, Ky., with Art Robinson, 1957 Scarlet co-captain. Graduate of Leech- 
burg, Pa. High. English major. 

LARRY MAKAREVICH, senior. Larry's best game last fall was against Princeton, 
when he excelled in a defensive capacity. A former guard and blocking back, 
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he'll have his first shot at a T-center’s job this fall. Hackettstown High graduate, 
History major. 

LESTER SENFT, senior. (See beginning of Scarlet Knights section.) 

BOB VECCHIO, junior. Bob served with the junior varsity squad last fall after play- 
ing regularly in ’58 as a freshman. Also plays lacrosse. Is graduate of Port 
Jervis (N. Y.) High. Education major. 

Quarterbacks 

(Note: With Rutgers having played the single wing the past four years, none of the 

quarterback candidates have played this position since high school.) 

DICK LAWRENCE, junior. A blocking back the past two seasons, Dick quarter- 
backed Phillipsburg High in 1957. He’s a hard worker, earned starting honors: 
early last fall, although he was relegated to bench later in season, Has good 
defensive potential, passing is question mark. Physical Education major. 

SAM MUDIE, junior. Sam’s running development at tailback last season will make 
him a threat on roll-outs this fall. A good long passer, he must improve his 
short game this fall. An outstanding punter, he averaged 38.9 per boot. Also 
is strong pass defender. Plays lacrosse. Bensalem High graduate (Eddington, 
Pa.). Mechanical Engineering major. 

BILL SPERANZA, junior. A hard runner, Bill hit 50 per cent of his passes last 
fall and played regularly, although not even listed on pre-season depth chart. 
Is leading returning rusher, could be moved to halfback. Regular varsity 
baseball catcher, hit .g10. Philipsburg (Pa.) High graduate. Physical Education 
major. 

BOB YAKSICK, sophomore. Bob is the only member of last year’s frosh eleven 
slotted at quarterback. The Clairton, Pa., High graduate was first a fullback 
and later a tailback for the frosh. Is strong runner, passing needs lots of 
polishing. Education major. 

Halfbacks 


(Note: Halfbacks can be referred to as wingbacks.)

. Harry J. Rockafeller, Director of Athletics 
EGARDED as one of the best known figures associated with Scarlet athletics, 
“Rocky” reached a high point in his years of service and devotion to Rutgers 
in 1954 when he was appointed Director of Athletics, succeeding the late George E. 
Little, who left the post to give full time to administrative duties as Executive 
Secretary of the National Football Hall of Fame. 

Rockafeller entered Rutgers as an undergraduate in 1912. He starred in football, 
basketball, and track during his four college years. He became associated with the 
College of Agriculture immediately after his graduation but left for service with the 
Army overseas during World War I. After the war, he went into industry for several 
years, then returned to Rutgers in 1924 as graduate manager of athletics. He was 
named head football coach in 1927 and in four years his teams won 19 and lost 16 
games. In 1930, he resigned as coach in favor of administrative duties. 

In 1932, he became head coach of 150-pound football. His lightweight teams 
were undefeated in 18 games and won Eastern Intercollegiate championships in 
1933, 1934, and 1935. He returned again to administration in 1937 but assisted with 
the varsity ends when Harvey Harman came on the scene in 1938. “Rocky” again 
took over the varsity reins during World War II. 


Albert W. Twitchell, Assistant Director 

A 1935 graduate of Rutgers, Al Twitchell was an outstanding athlete during 

his undergraduate days, earning All-American honors in both football and 
lacrosse. After coaching at Sewanhaka High School in Long Island and Hofstra 
College, he returned to Rutgers in 1937 as assistant coach in lacrosse and 150-pound 
football. In 1950, he became head lacrosse coach, and served during 1948-51 as varsity 
line coach. In 1952, he relinquished his football chores to become assistant director 
of athletics. In the past 11 seasons, his lacrosse teams have won 86 while losing only 
gi and tying one.

After a blocked punt early in the first quarter set up a Don Nikles touchdown 
and gave the Leopards a 7-0 lead, Rutgers fullbacks took charge, grinding out more 
than 100 yards up the middle to set the stage for touchdowns by Bill Speranza and 
Joe Kowalski. . 

But it was a second period 23-yard field goal by Paul Benke which proved to 
be the winning points for the Scarlet. For in the final period, the charged-up Leop- 
ards marched to a second touchdown on a John Contarino-Dan Wooten pass. An 
interception by Jim Rogers stalled a lated Leopard attempt for the winning score.

FOOTBALL'S FIRST GAME 


The first official inter-collegiate football game was played on Noy. 6, 1869, 


between Rutgers and Princeton. There were 25 men on a side and goals, rather 
than touchdowns were scored. Rutgers won the inaugural, 6-4, with the game played 
on the site now occupied by the Rutgers Gymnasium, 

Although the game was much like rugby, it was the fore-runner of present 
day football. Soon, Columbia, Yale and other schools began to play and the 
pioneered in New Brunswick has become one of the world’s most exciting sp:

It is their firm belief that football is one of the prime contributors 
in molding the character and personalities of our future leaders.
